We begin digging in the spring as soon as the frost leaves 
the ground and continue usually until the 20th of May. All new varieties are thoroughly tested before releasing 


them to our customers. All plants are shipped the day they are dug.

PREMIER (M)—Smooth evenly conical form, large, its color the 
glossy red which sells on sight.

DORSETT (M)—Fruiting season early with profitable continuance. 
Its bright flame red color and unusual firmness makes it a good 
market berry. This variety has a fine flavor and is beautifully shaped. 


CATSKILL (M)—Extra large, this berry has the most dazzling red 
color. It is a good variety for all types of soil. Fine texture and firm 
in quality. An all-round market berry. 

BLAKEMORE (£)—Originated and recommended by the U. S. 


Department of Agriculture. Berries bluntly conical, good market 


size; rarely white tipped with solid center, small seeds, firm flesh, 
tough skin. Excellent flavor, aromatic, with high pectin content. The 
color is glossy bright red, developing quite evenly on both upper 
and lower sides, only slightly changed by holding or canning. 


Prefers the heavier types of soil. 


HEBURN (L)—Very late variety. Fruit is a bright glossy red, flavor 
is delicious. It is a strong yielder, heavy stems bear fruit high off 
the ground. By ripening late it puts it past late spring frosts. 


SENATOR DUNLAP (M)—This variety is considered one of the 
best plant producers.
